To im- 
merse the article in hot fat is the bet- 
ter wa\ . as all the surface is instantly 
hardened. If Ihe fat is kept at t h'e 

temperature, the food does not 

absorb i' and conies out crisp and 
dry. Pure lard and drip; 
generally used for frying ; butter 
is expensive ami burns at a low 
temperature. 

Lard can he healed to a higher 
temperature without burning than 
an\ of ihe other fats. Iron, with the 
inside surface polished very smooth, 
is best for frying. Prying haskcts, 
which allow ihe fat to drain oil' from 
the food, are a threat convenience. 

For cooked mixtures, have the fat 

hoi enough t •■ bron n a piece ,,i bread 

while you OOUnt I'orly. Fish balls 

and cooked mixtures are browned in 

one minute. For uncooked mixtures, 

the fat should brown a piece of bread 

while you count sixty. Count as the 
clock licks. Do not fry loo much at 
a time or the fat will cool. Do not 
have the articles to be fried too moist 
or too cold when you plunge them in 
Ihe fat. The grease will soak into 
them if not well dried and warmed. 
Pal lakes lire very easily and should 

he carefully handled. Thorough drain- 
anoi her secret of good frying. 

Place Ihe fried articles on soft paper. 

which absorbs the fat, before sen ing. 

If is not extravagant lo fry m deep 
the fat can he clarified and 

u -.ed again.

The recipe used was as 
follows: Mix one cup of molasses, 
the juice of one lemon or one table- 
spoonful of vinegar, half a aaitapoon* 
fill of salt, and one tahlespoonful of 

butter. 

I '.oi I until it will harden in cold 
water, then pour into tins. If taffy 
is desired, scl tin' tins in a cool place 
and let il harden. If not, take up as 
soon as it can be handled and witli 

the hands pull until light, then cut 

Into small pieces or sticks with a pair 
ol' shears.

If the recipes have been rightly 
followed, I am confident that no case 
of dyspepsia can he laid at my door.

tj . We were not a lit tic chagrin- 
ed to learn that there was a gap of 

several hours in the connection of 

(rains, which tried our patience al- 
most beyond endurance, as we had 
come on an uncomfortably crowded 
train, but as it could not be helped to 
any extent, we were compelled to 
mark (he patience of Job. and 

aqneese along as comfortably in the 

crowd at the depot as we possibly 
could under the circuinstan 

As ihe lime for our depart ure drew 
near, our long laces began to ^row 
shorter and shorter, until thev were 
quite round again, and ultimately ll- 
lumiualcd with pleasant smiles as the 
train, which was to take us to our des- 
tination, was seen baofcing slowly up 

to the depot. We were soon all 
aboard, and on our way to the oasis, 
where we were to renew the acquain- 
tance of our dear old friends, and to 
make many new ones. Some of us 

had been under the impression that 
Kansas was nothing but rolling prai- 
rie, be glided along, our eves 

met with scenery that far surpassed 
our most sanguine anticipation, and 
as a consequence, we SOOU^forgOt the 
fatigue and inconvenience of the pre- 
ceding trip.

made our way towards the Institu- 
tion under the guidance of Miss Ad 
die McClure, who was once a teacher 
there, but we had gone only a short 
distance, when we were pleasantly 
surprised as well as \ cry much grati- 
fied to moot Prof. C. L. Zorbaugh, 
the teacher of the first class, and after 
a hearty handshake and the exchange 
of some words, we proceeded to ihe 

Institution, where we met Superinten- 
dent S. T, Walker in the entrance 
and received a most hearty welcome. 

In reference to the buildings, we 
are pleased to say that they are so ar- 
ranged as to suit the convenience of 
all connected therewith, and elegant 
in appearance, as well as furnished 
with the very best and most convc- 
nientjtirc-esoapes, having ample ac- 
commodations for more than the pre- 
sent number of pupils. The only 
apartment that is not as commodious 
and desirable as it could or should he 
is the chapel, which will, however, 
very likely be replaced by a far bet- 
ter one in the near future. The 
grounds arounds the buildings are in 
a most attractive condition, and dis- 
play taste as well as skill on the pari 
of those COnneCted'with this Institu- 
tion. 

We were kindly taken tin 
some of the buildings by Prof. Walk- 
er, and royally entertained by him 
and his estimable lady as well as all 
whom we had the pleasure of meeting 
there, for which they have our most 
hearty thanks. 

As a manager, Prof. Walker has, 
in our judgment very few equals. As 

be is active, energetic and impartial 

in the performance of his ditties, he 
is, in our opinion, entitled to the 

praise and gratitude of all who have 
the privilege of sharing the benefits 

of his arduous labors, Everything 
we noticed at the Institution was de- 
cent and in "order, and so we were 
led to believe that his motto must be 
in accordance with the advice of 
Paul : " Let everything be done de- 
cently and in order." We can say, 
with clear consciences, that the Kan- 
sas Institution is one of the best 
manarred of its kind in the country, 
with a tine and refined corps of in- 
structors, and the State has good rea- 
son to take pride in it. 

During our visit, which was t 

sarily brief, we also made the ac- 
ijuainlance of all the teachers and of- 
ficers whom we had never met be- 
fore, as well as that of many of the 
pupils, and Miss Early, a teacher of 
the Oregon Institution, who hap- 
pened to oe there on a visit to Prof.

As lo our return trip, I will sax 
only that we took a trip of :. 
hours along the cable-lines at Kansas 

cit\, where the grandeur of the 
buildings excited our admiration 
almost beyond measure, ami after 
our return to the depot we boarded 

our train for home, which we reached 
in safety the next morning, rather 

tired and sleepy.
